The two Inde­ 
pendents, along with Senator Cou- 
zens of Michigan, by joining with 
the Democrats can dominate the 
writing 
of all 
tariff, 
tax and 
revenue legislation for the next 
two years. 
Administration leaders dism iss­ 
ed the insurgent victory as trivial. 
They pointed out that the senate 
itself has the 
final word on all 
legislation and cited the tariff bill 
as illustrating how the committee 
was powerless to bind the senate. 
The tariff incidentally has been al­ 
most rew ritten from cover to cov­ 
er by the senate, in spite of all 
committee recommendations.
